VANCOUVER - PruvlnclAl 
laws banning tobacoo and li¬ 
quor advertising are Invalid 
because they violate federal 
trade and commerce laws, a 
Vancouver lawyer told B.C. 
Supreme Court Justice E. E. 
Hinkhon Wednesday. 

Doug Brown said the Tobac¬ 
co Advertising Restraint Act 
and amendments to (Re Li¬ 
quor Control Act, despite their 
"Innocent" wording, ere real¬ 
ly criminal statutes — which 
can only l>e jmssed by the fed¬ 
eral government. 

Brown w’as continuing an 
argument on behalf of four 
tobacco companies and three 
publishing firms In the second 
day of a test cane challenging 
the validity of the piovlncia! 
legislation, which took effect 
-Sept. 1, 1971. 

The Tobacco Act is not re¬ 
lated to un existing over-ull 
valid legislative measure (or 
control, us it must be. lie said. 
Hie legislation banning liquor 
ads muy lie related to a suit¬ 
able control measura "l> u i 
goes too far." 

No Objection _ 

"TIis true nature of these 
acts deals with morality, with 
overtones of health protection. 
Wlmt they really say is thut 
liquor and tobacco, and the 
advertising which goes with 
them, are bad and evil yet by 
doing this lliey move into the 
field 61 crimluul law." 

Hrowii said if (lie govern¬ 
ment prohibited the sale of 
tobacco and liquur as well as 
prohibited Its advertising, 
there could lie no serious ob¬ 
jection to the ad hun. 

It would be a case of the 
legislation outlawing advertis¬ 
ing being "ancillary" to a 
valid and wider government 
scheme of over-all control. 
This, he said, would make it 
legal. 

Brown suid lie wanted "to 
keep open the question of 
freedom of the press" and the 
right of the public to be In¬ 
formed. Thia Included their 
right to be informed on coni- 
merrtul matters.

Newspapers are folding up 
all over die continent for lack 
of revenue," he said, adding 
that this was not part of Ills 
legal argument.

Before the 
doors closed, Chou told wait¬ 
ing reporters: "If the press 
wants to see any more places, 
they can apply to the depart¬ 
ment of Information.

Nixon greeted Chou on his 
arrival with a hello In Chin¬ 
ese.

WTiat’s Up—and Under? 


pOR \TSITORS to Victoria entrances to the city 

1 must be rankling just as they arc to many 
who travel the routes all of the time but who have 
become so accustomed to the conditions they are 
able to submerge their frustrations. 

It is impossible to measure the damage that is 
done to the individual and to the dty itself by the 
crowded, cluttered gateways of the Trans-Canada 
and the Patricia Bay highways, but it has to be 
considerable. 

And it is going to become worse before il gets 

better. 

Sooner or later, though, something will be 
done to make driving into and out of the capital 
easier from a physical standpoint and more plea- 
aurable mentally. 

But it is going tom tij meeting of the minds 
of the provincial and municipal governments, some¬ 
thing which obviously is lacking now. 

It is not too late. The narrow grubbiness of the 
atretch of Trans-Canada Highway leading off 
Douglas Street has not hit a point of no return. It 
might seem to be in official thinking with the plan¬ 
ning of a steel tower transmission line fence along 
one side. But there is room for widening and lands¬ 
caping. possibly without any need for land acquisi¬ 
tion. There is plenty of room, too, for encourage¬ 
ment of tidying up adjacent private property. 

Hans have been on file for years to turn this 
section Into a six-lane motorway with lead-ins and 
lead offs for a free-flowing junction with the Pa¬ 
tricia Bay Highway, Douglits and Blanshard 


streets. But there is a barrier somewhere which is 

going to have to be torn down. 

Perhaps Saanich is attempting to force the 
issue with Its placing on the market of municipal 
land north of Cloverdale Avenue where, in early 
planning, (here would be an extension of Blanshard 
Street for a major link with the Patricia Bay High¬ 
way. 

Thil was part of the Junction plan, dated Feb¬ 
ruary ‘21, 1962, on which the city of Victoria went 
ahead with reconstruction of Blanshard Street 
from Pandora Avenue to the clty-Saanich bounda¬ 
ry at Tolmie Avenue. It was carried out on the 
understanding the provincial government, which 
drew up the blueprints, had every intention of fol¬ 
lowing through. Something has gone awry, though, 
and the city has been left holding the hardtop of a 
major thoroughfare that is almost dead-ended. 

It doesn’t make sense, particularly in view of 
the long-drawn-out reconstruction by the province 
of the Patricia Bay Highway which will have a 
tighter bottleneck than ever at its entrance to the 
city when it is finally completed. 

Here is a fine opportunity for the four Greater 
Victoria representatives in the legislature, who 
claim to have the interests of the capital region al 
heart, to do some digging. Something is radically 
wrong, it would seem, and they could prove the 
worth they claim for themselves by finding out 
why they may be sorry for the inconvenience— 
which is going to become more thant that to the 
public.

Oddly. the old enemies, mainland Greeks and 
Turks, on this occasion are united in their demand 
that the fiery and always defiant Archbishop Ma- 
karios. who is also president at Cyprus, surrender 
the large purchases of arms he recently made in 
Caechoslovakia. 

He wants arms, he says, to resist the old un¬ 
derground movement led by George Grivas and 
aoned at "enosis," meaning union with Greece. La¬ 
tely the movement has emerged into the open, with 
large student demonstrations demanding among 
other things, the president's removal. They are not 
particular about the method, only with its offer- 
tiveneaa. 

The Soviet Union, partly for advancement of 
Its own interests in Cyprus and partly as a means 
of discouraging the granting by Greece of base 
privileges to the United States 6th Fleet, has 
a a 1 ned Athens against action to depose President 
Makarios or to partition the island between Greece 
and Turkey 

The Daily Telegraph, in London, where be¬ 
cause of Britain’s direct involvement with military 
bases the Cyprus situation is always in sharp 
focus, warns: 


"Once more Cyprus faces the imminent pros¬ 
pect of renewed bloodshed. Makarios has a lol to 
answer for. It was he who overthrew the terms of 
the 1960 independence treaty. It is he who ever 
since has hounded and persecuted the Turkish mi¬ 
nority and prevented any progress in the inter-com¬ 
munal talks which were supposed lo settle relations 
between Greek and Turkish Cypriots. Now he is ap¬ 
parently deliberately courting the possibility of re¬ 
newed fighing in order to maintain his inflated am¬ 
bitions.” 

Greece wants union, at least for the Greek por¬ 
tion of the territory. Turkey has more than once 
threatened to go to war to protect the interests of 
the 18 per cent Turkish minority. Britain and the 
United States want to see the independence of the 
republic preserved, together with die strategically 
Important “sovereign" military bases Britain holds 
by treaty. 

President Makarios Is determined to perpetu¬ 
ate hi* little personal empire, and it Is not unthink¬ 
able that he would accept every kind of support the 
Soviet Union would offer in order to do so. 

In this complicated pattern the destiny of the 
island is being pulled in so many directions that 
damage seems inescapable. The gravity of any 
fracture, when it occurs, will be determined by the 
restraint and responsible response of the power* di¬ 
rectly concerned. 

The task of the United Nations peacekeepers is 
hardly enviable.

I NDIA has nearly completed 

one of the moat massive 
yet orderly evacuations in his¬ 
tory. 

The repatriation of 9,900,000 
victims of the Bangladesh 
war started on Decenilier 15 
when most Indians were cyni¬ 
cally convinced that the 844 
refugee camps in West Ben¬ 
gal, Bihar, Assam, Megha¬ 
laya and Tripura would be¬ 
come a permanent, suppurat¬ 
ing feature of the landscape, 
breeding disease and anarchic 
revolt. 

But more than eight million 
men, women and children 
have now returned to their 
homes. Special trains rum- 
hied along five tracks that 
were blown up by the Pakis¬ 
tan Army but have hastily 
been repaired by Indian engi¬ 
neers. a fleet of 5.000 trucks 
and buses was pressed into 
service; and vast flotillas of 
barges carried their cargo of 
home-lxiund humanity along 
the Bengal waterways every 
day. 

* * * 

—Jtiany tltousands uf |>eopl# 
trekked. Muslim refugees who 
did not constitute more than 10 
l>er cent of tlie total, did not 
wait for repatriation arrange¬ 
ments: they packed their 
meagre bundles and took to 
the road as soon as the Pakis¬ 
tani army's defeat became 
certain. Those since going 
back, first to the 2*7 transit 
camps set up by Sheikfi Muji- 
hur's government, and then 
fanning out to their villages 
after an overnight halt, were 
the Hindus who have home 
the brunt of every upheaval in 
East Bengal during the last 25 
years.

Some clutch brand new plas¬ 
tic buckets as they squat by 
the road In readiness for the 
bus. A woman who arrived 
with only a bundle on her 
head now sit* possessively on 
a brightly painted tin trunk as 
tlie train steams in. A few 
have even acquired second¬ 
hand bicycles.

China’s Nuclear Fear 
Nixon Is Strongest Card 


By THOMAS GORDON PLATE 

The Chinese have no antl-balllstic missile 
(ABM) ayatema. They do not even have an ade¬ 
quate early warning system. Nor do they have a 
decent retaliatory nuclear arsenal. In short, they 
Tiave literally no defence against nuclear attack by 
a superpower. 

Other times have not been no good for the Chinan*. In ttie 
tftSOs It waa John Foster Dullrs talking about the possibility 
of a nuclear strike If the Chinese didn’t behave. Of late, the 
Russians continually have rallied the spectre of a nuclear 
flrat strike. The Chinese simply have had to bear this kind of 
nuclear Intimidation stoically. 

That Is why, from China’s perspective, on* of the moat 
Important aspects of Slno-American relations and one of 
the most tinderdiacusaed aspects of the current summit -- 
concerns the question of nuclear war. 


Not that such hot spots as Vietnam and Taiwan aren't 
Important, hut It is more than mere s(>eeulatinn to suggest 
that the nuclear issue might well come up during these talks 
precisely because the Chinese remain vulnerable to a nuclear 
attack and will remain most vulnerable ftw the foreseeable 
future. 

It would 1 m* surprising Indeed were President Nixon un¬ 
aware of this obvious Imbalance of power. To lie sure, Nixon 
is not going to rattle missiles In Peking or even overtly aeek 
to play on Chinese nuclear Insecurities to pry concessions. On 
the contrary, he seems well aware that while China Is a 
third-rate nuclear power today, It could become a nuclear 
superpower In the future. 

There Is every Indication that Nixon Is quite concerned 
about China's nuclear imtentlal. As he put It several weeks 
ago, "No one can sit In this office and allow, hanging over 
the world and hanging over the United States for the future, 
this great danger of the most populous nation In the world 
becoming a major nuclear power and outside the world com¬ 
munity, with no contact with the United States of America 


So there exists between Nixon and Chou En-lal definite 
mutuality of Interest which, however small, can he explored. 
The U S. cannot prevent Chine from improving Its arsenal, 
hut It can seek to foster an atmosphere of non-belligerency. 


For Its pert, China hardly wants to get Involved In e nuclear 
shouting match, much less an actual nuolear war, until It has 
a credible arsenal. 

This It does not possess right now. Its military capafeAfc 
ties over the next few years are quite limited. In all probabih 
Ity, it could win - or at least hold its own ■ in a non-nuclear 
land war In Southeast Asia. It oould, in all prot»abllity, hold 
its own In a non-nuclear border war with the U.S.S.R. 

With approximately 100 or so short-range nuolear mis¬ 
siles, a handful of medium-range missiles and virtually no 
long-range ICBMs known to he deployed, Peking knows full 
well that in a nuclear exchange with either Moscow or Wash¬ 
ington, It would he no oontest. 

* * ★ 

Nor Is there anything to deter the superpowers from a 
preemptive nuclear strike — other than their own restraint, 
of course, and-or world opinion. If Mr scow dumped H-bomha 
on China, would Washington retaliate on Mao’s behalf? If the 
U.S. struck, would Moscow on Mao’s behalf? 

Whatever the odds — and they seem long Indeed — one 
nan bet that the Chinese are tinder no Illusion as to where 
they stand today In the nuclear world. They stand alone. 

Whether or not America’s nuclear superiority is Pres¬ 
ident Nixon's ace-in-the-hole, It Is definitely a card In his 
band. IlcgardleHM of whether he |days It, the mere fact that 
he holds It can hardly have escaped Peking's notice. This Is 
why It Is a mistake to underestimate the Importance of 
nuclear questions In Sino-Amerlcan relations. 

There is no telling how extensively Nixon and Chou will 
go Into nuclear Issues. The U.S. Is, of course, deeply Involved 
in the SALT arm* oonrtol talks with the U.S.S.R and Nixon 
may wish to avoid even raising the subject with the Chinese 
for fear of putting off the Russians, 

★ it * 

Yet U.S. Involvement with the SALT talks works the 
other way, too: for the president must seek to alleviate 
Chinese fears that he Is arranging an anti-Peking nuclear 
pact with the Russians just ns he must seek to avoid similar 
charges from Mosoow about this trip. *- 

So the president Is likely to discuss nuclear arms of both 
sides with China at this summit. This Is why on* outoome of 
the Nlxon-Chou talks might he a tacit Slno-American nuclear 
non-aggression understanding assuming that It already had 
not been reached during Dr. Henry Kissinger's preliminary 
talks with Chou En-lal. 

For President Nixon did not go to Peking empty-handed 
and both he and the Chinese realize this.

Quarks Observed 
Thanks to Einstein 


With an Assiat from Democritus 


By FKEII TIJOOILLO, from Rrookhaven. IJ, 

To Democritus, the Greek philosopher credited with being 
a founder of the atomic theory, "the truth of nature" was 
thAt all things consist of tiny particles. His assertion sent 
science on a 2,000-year search for the tiniest of those parti¬ 
cles the fundnmental building block of matter. Physicists 
working at the Rrookhaven National Laboratory (BNL) have 
announced that a new procedure, based on a theory of Albert 
Einstein, has enabled them to take Democritus’ search Into 
new "mines and caves.” 

The physicists hope to make the first oltservatlon of 
"quarks," which many theorists believe are the fundamental 
tiuilding blocks that Democritus had In mind, by studying the 
activity of a rare and elusive aub-*toiuio particle called the 
omega-minus. 

★ A ★ 

The omega-minus belongs to a family of atomic particles 
called hyperon* whose lifeNftan Is less than one billionth or a 
second — so brief that observation and measurement la al¬ 
most Impossible. Since the omega-minus particle was discov¬ 
ered at Rrookhaven In lfHi5, only 30 have l>een observed 
throughout the world. 

The Rrookhaven physicists say they have been able to 
Increase this lifespan by applying Einstein's time-dilation

theory that space traveller* approaching the *|M*ed of light 
would return to earth younger (by earth standards) than 
when they left. 

By accelerating omega-minus particles to just tinder the 
speed of light, the physicists said, the particles live 10 times 
as long, making them "easy" to observe the measure. In two 
days alone, a spokesman eatd. the scientists were able to 
record the lives of 1,500 omega-minus particles 

★ * * 

"The most Interesting possibility this provides Is the 
study of quarks," said Jay Marx of Yale University. “Wa 
thought first that the atom was the hasta building block of 
matter, then wo thought it was the nucleus of tt»e atom, then 
the protons and neutrons which make up the nucleus. For the 
past five or six years physicists have t>een searching for the 
even smaller particles (quarks) which we believe make up 
the protons and neutrons. This procedure gives us a new 
place to look." 

Marx, 26, la one of several physicists who have been 
working on the project for three years. If the group is suc¬ 
cessful in proving that quarks are the basic building block of 
matter, Marx said, "it will confirm the way we've l>een look¬ 
ing at things for more than 2,000 years. It will prove that 
Democritus was on the rigid track.

Other pollutants like oil 
make such demands on the 
oxygen In seawater that other 
living things competing for 
ngygen suffocate for lack of 
It. ' 

Last year, as much as 
300,000 tons of oil may have 
t>een dumped Into the Medi¬ 
terranean by shiita cleaning 
tanks at sea and at oil termi¬ 
nals. In the natural deoom- 
|n tall Ion In seawater, one gal¬ 
lon of oil depletes the oxygen 
from 400,000 gallons of water. 

Further, oil sllcka kill sea 
birds and cause Immeasur¬ 
able damage to beaches and 
beach life. 

★ * * 

Still other pollutants encour¬ 
age excessive growth of s sin¬ 
gle plant or animal so that It 
prevails over others. For In¬ 
stance, nitrates In fertilizers 
and sewage, or phoaphatea in 
detergents causa a "bloom” 
of algae, which In addition to 
the obnoxious smells, kill 
other forms of life, deoxy- 
genetlng the water, produc¬ 
ing a sea-desert. 

A fourth form of pollution 
like DDT and other pestloidea 
concentrates In species with 
an affinity for them, without 
deleterious effect to them¬ 
selves. Rut they pass on up 
the fond chain In Increasing 
dosages until they may be¬ 
come dangerous or lethel to 
another s|>eo!es, Including 
humans.

The long-term prognosis, 
depends on whether scientists 
says Hitchle-Calder, however, 
can set up a program to fight 
pollution and whether govern¬ 
ments will follow this sdvlce. 

Toward that end, studies 
are l»elng made to work out a 
concrete antlpollutinn pro¬ 
gram. 

The program eventually 
will he submitted to the legis¬ 
latures Of the 16 Mediterra¬ 
nean countries : Hpatn, 
France, Monaco, Italy, Yu¬ 
goslavia, Albania, Greece; 
Turkey, fyria, Lebanon, 
Israel, Egypt, Libya, Tunisia, 
Algeria and Morocco.

New View on Pact

There have been thousands 
of words printed and aired on 
behalf of the U.S.-Canada au¬ 
tomobile pact in the past few 
months, most of them tinged 
with passion. Therefore, it 
was somewhat refreshing to 
read the views expressed in 
Executive magazine, a South* 
am business publication. 

The magazine calls the pact 
"primarily an agreement be¬ 
tween the parents and sub¬ 
sidiaries of the t’.S. automo¬ 
bile manufacturing compa¬ 
nies, sanctioned and support¬ 
ed by government. 

"The great increases in 
trade are not the result of 
aggressive salesmanship or 
barrier-breaking innovation; 
essentially they are planned 
logical rearrangements of 
production and distribution by 
three international companies 
based in Detroit." the article 
states. 

The article calls the car 
trade balances "miniscule" 
noting that the 1971 estimated 
surplus is only about 5 per 
cent of the country’s total 
trade volume. 

Behind the "spectacular il¬ 
lusion" of the auto-pact trade 


is "a less spectacular but re¬ 
ally solid growth" in export of 
other products. The magazine 
quotes figures to show that 
end-products will exceed SO 
per cent of all exports by 
1980, without the "artificial in¬ 
flation" of the auto-trade 
agreement. 

The magazine goes on to 
suggest that Industry. Trade 
and Commerce Minister. Jenrv- 
Luc Pepin, would be "wise to 
stop extolling the dubious ex¬ 
port benefits of the auto pact 
in such extreme terms . . . 
That would leave more room 
for placing praise where it is 
due on aircraft, electronics, 
sophisticated machinery, rec¬ 
reation equipment, and other 
more or less unheralded 
places."

Letters expressing concern 
about the company’s plans 
were read Monday night at 
North Saanich council and 


filed, to be brought forward if 
the company makes an of¬ 
ficial rezonlng request at 
council. 

Mayor Trevor Davis ob¬ 
served that so far there has 
been no word from the com¬ 
pany.

Cartrett. off duty at the 
time, said he never before 
had shot at a man In his 10 
years on the Gaslon County 
rural police force. 

W enael told police he didn't 
want to live because his wife 
said she was going to divorce 
him, Capt. Jim Auten said. 

"He went and bought a pint 
of whisky, got his son's rifle ( 
and went to the airport and 
demanded an airplane." j 
Auten said. 

Wenael arrived at the air¬ 
port a short time after airport 
manager Dick Caldwell and 
Cartrett. a student pilot, re¬ 
turned from a flight. 

"lie motioned fur us to 
come out with our hands up." 
Cartrett said. "As I moved 
out. I took my pistol from my 
holster and put it in my back 
pocket so he couldn't tee the 
bulge." » 

Wenael had trouble starting 
the plane so he ordered Cald- 
well to tell him what to do. all 
the while keeping the rifle le¬ 
veled on him. 

"He said. 'I'm going to take 
m y first flying lesson 
today.' " Cartrett said. "And 
he got In and couldn't even 
start it and 1 knew then that 
he intended to kill himself be¬ 
cause he couldn’t do anything 
else." 

Cartrett said Wenael got the 
plane off the ground on a 
bounce and traveled aliout 300 
yurds at 25 feet altitude be¬ 
fore lie crashed nose first in a 
roadside field. 

W’ensel climbed out of the 
wreckage with the rifle and 
started a second plane, which 
he smashed Into a third air¬ 
craft after a ahort taxi.

Japanese Police 
Fail To Flush 


Red Army Five 


JCARUIZAWA, Japan (UPI) 
-—.A smoke and tear gas at¬ 
tack by police Wednesday 
failed to bring five radical 
youths and their hostage out 
of the mountain villa where 
they have been under siege 
for five days. 

The five members of the ex¬ 
treme left United Red Army 
answered with shotguns when 
police threw more than 30 
stQoke and gas bombs at the 
begieged villa In this moun¬ 
tain resort. 

The police attack failed In 
its basic objective of deter¬ 
mining whether the hostage, 
the villa caretaker Mrs. Yasu- 
ko Muta, 31, was alive, police 
said. 

But “we were able to take a 
number of pictures,” a police 
spokesman said. 

He said the pictures will be 


studied to determine the next 
course bf action. 

Meanwhile, 1,000 policemen 
settled down to another night 
of waiting in sub-zero moun¬ 
tain weather. 

Police chased the five radi¬ 
cals after a raid on their 
hideout and a gunbattle Satur¬ 
day. 

Footprints In the snow led 
them to the villa, used as a 
retreat by employees of a 
Japanese company. 

Police refrained from 
storming the house so no 
harm would come to Mrs. 
Muta. 

Police have made round- 
the-clock appeals to the radi¬ 
cals to show that Mrs. Muta 
was well, to free her and sur¬ 
render. 

Her husband, her parents 
and the mothers of two of the 
radicals joined in the appeal.

■0-hour flight from Aden, 
(South Yemen, which Included 
b stop in Athens were 44 of 
IU>o passengers debarked. 

The relief plane had been 
Jriespatched to Aden from 
■■'rankfurt early Wednesday to 
V>»‘k up the remaining 122 
bassengers from jumbo jet, 
Khtch had been hijacked to 
the tip of the Arabian penin- 
kula an hour after taking off 


from New Delhi early Tues¬ 
day. 

Kennedy, the eldest of Ken¬ 
nedy's 11 children, appeared 
cheerful although his eyes 
were reddened from fatigue 
and his dark blue suit was 
rumpled. He said he was 
"very tired.” 

“Right now. I just want to 
go to sleep," the youth said. 

Shortly before Kennedy and 
the 77 other maje passengers 
arrived, a Lufthansa spokes¬ 
man In Frankfurt said the 
crew of the hijacked plane 
had been released and that 
explosive charges placed In 
the huge gold and blue alr^ 
craft had been removed. 

The spokesman said a brief 
message had been received 
from Aden about the release 
but added It gave no indica¬ 
tion about the condition of the 
crew. The spokesman did not 
say who had sent the message 
to Franktfurt, but at least 
three Lufthansa officials were 
in Aden. 

Fifty other passengers from 
the hijacked plane, including 
37 women, 12 children and an 
elderly man who had been re¬ 
leased shortly after the plane 
landed in Aden, arrived in 
Beirut late Tuesday night. 
Two vacationing Lufthansa 
employees also had been re¬ 
leased.

B.C. film classification 
director Ray McDonald said 
Wednesday the province 
"could very well do" with a 
fourth classification for super- 
restricted or X-rated films. 

McDonald, who also acts as 
censor, told a special legisla¬ 
tive committee studying film 
classifications the issue of 
whether further information 
should be given to the movie- 
going public was already 
under study by the attorney 
general's department. 

The principal difficulty, Mc¬ 
Donald said, la to arrive at a 
workable definition of what 
should comprise "fourth cate¬ 
gory films." 

The committee study, head¬ 
ed by Burt Campbell (SC— 
Revelstoke Slocan). is dfr 
signed to determine whether 
the three existing classifica¬ 
tions of general, adult and 
restricted films were ade¬ 
quate In times when increa¬ 
sing numbers of motion pic¬ 
tures contained sexual real¬ 
ism and excessive violence. 

McDonald told the commit¬ 
tee the majority of complaints 
he had received were from 
people who hadn’t eve* seen 
the film in question. He said 
In his opinion the influence of 
movies on normal people for 
good or ill is greatly exagger¬ 
ated. 

But he added during the 
period from 1969 to about 
mld-1971 there was an un¬ 
paralleled flood of movies 
filled with sex and violence 
which required either cen¬ 
sorship or warning notices. 
By the end of last year a 
much better rholce of movies 
were available for general 
distribution. 

"In short," McDonald said, 
"I believe we’ve turned the 
comer." i 

He reminded the committee 
that It was difficult for any¬ 
one to assess changes In con¬ 
temporary movies unless they 
go to the movies often 
enough. On too many oc¬ 
casions. he said, people relate 
what they have seen to the 
last movie they enjoyed, often 
several years ago. 

The changes contained in 
the 1970 Motion Picture Act 
contained no basically dif¬ 
ferent policies. McDonald 
said, but simply legalized pro¬ 
cedures rendered necessary 
when the original 1913 statute 
became inoperable. 

Dave Brousson (L—North 
Vancouver-Capllano) posed 
the original question about the 
need for a fourth "super-res¬ 
tricted category in films to 
give further information that 
was now available to the jntb- 
lic. The proposal was later 
supported by Campbell, the 
committee chairman. 

McDonald replied Saskat-

Foreign Domination Flayed 


One of the basic problems 
of B.C. agriculture is "foreign 
economic domination,” Bill 
Hartley (NDP-YalerUllooet) 
said in the Legislature 
Wednesday. 

Large International corpora¬ 
tions have taken over small 
food processing plants in the 
province, Hartley told the 
house, and then closed them 
down finding it more economi¬ 
cal to do all their processing 
at large plants in the U.S.

One solution, he suggested, 
was more support for co¬ 
operatives of the farmers. 
Others included parity pric¬ 
ing, making available low-in¬ 
terest money to farmers for 
capital expenses, and guaran¬ 
tee of a minimum income "at 
or near the regional cost of 
production" by having the 
government pay at least half 
of the premium on crop insur¬ 
ance needed for this. 

Agriculture Minister Cyril 
Shelford, whose estimates 
were being debated, said he 
would be pleased to provide 
the low interest money if his

government "only had some 
to give." 

Hartley also suggested that 
every effort be made to dis¬ 
courage "vertically integrated 
corporations” either to own 
land or to "carry on farming

Also speaking during the 
agriculture estimates debate, 
Opposition Leader Dave Bar¬ 
rett urged the government to 
set up alternative markets to 
the big food chains where 
farmers oould sell their pro.

Gordon Dowding (NDP- 
Humaby-Edmonds) charged 
that the Lower Mainland was 
dominating the egg marketing 
board to the detriment of egg 
producers in the Prince 
George and Okanagan areas. 


He said that only one of five 
members of the five-man 
board is from the Interior, 
with three fron\ the Lower 
Mainland and one from Van¬ 
couver Island. Also, one 
member of the hoard from 
the Lower Mainland, whom he 
identified as John Unger, is 
also a director of the Eraser 
Valley Egg and Poultry Co¬ 
operative Association. 

This, he said, appeared to 
contravene the standing 
orders of the hoard that no 
member of the hoard could 
have any connection with the 
poultry or egg industries.

<850 ($2,300) for a roof that 
fell off a newly-built house 
when struck by Concorde's 
boom. Smallest claim was 
only a few penoe which the 
government gladly paid out 
for a tube of glue to another 
householder whose celling fell 
down. 

But the angler who sought 
(20 ($52) for a particularly 
fine salmon he alleges he'd 
just hooked when Concorde's 
IxKim shattered the peaceful 
Scottish brook whore he was 
fishing was greeted with guf¬ 
faws familiar to many fisher 
men. "I was so startled I 
jerked my rod and the fish 
was lost when 1 was ready to 
scoop him into my net." 

A housewife in Lancashire 
who claimed her piano "just 
collapsed like matchwood" 


was also turned down. But 
claims were allowed by a 
Welsh farmer who blamed the 
boom for one of his cows hav¬ 
ing a miscarriage, and an¬ 
other by a boom-startled 
Scotsman who got <1 ($2.60) 
for a puncture when he drove 
his car into a ditch. 

Another homeowner paint¬ 
ing his living room ceiling 
was supplied with a new 
sweater when lie convinced a 
claims insjiector the boom 
startled him to such an extent 
he spilt a pot of paint over 
himself. 

Most of the claims paid cov¬ 
ered shattered windows, In¬ 
cluding some priceless hand¬ 
made glass in a 16th century 
Cornish mansion, and cracked 
plasterwork. Some house 
owners who replaced window* 
three or four times have been 


advised to use panes of 
tougher, glass-clear plastic, 
with the government paying 
the difference in cost. 

The Ministry’s Claims Com¬ 
mission, o|>erating like an in¬ 
surance company, ha* asses¬ 
sors jiermanently stationed 
along Concorde's test flight 
l>ath. "As long as a claimant 
I wits forward a reasonable 
case and accurately pinpoints 
the time and place of the in¬ 
cident, he stands a good 
chance of having his claim 
met. If it is a genuine claim, 
there is no limit to the 
amount we will pay." 

Despite such apj>arent gen¬ 
erosity -- offlcally it is re¬ 
garded as an essential part of 
Concorde's development costs 
— there Is a growing protest 
lobby against the noisy, boom¬ 


ing supersonio age about to 
dawn. 

At Truro, Cornwall, the 
southern end of Concorde's 
test path, a survey indicated 
65 per cent are convinoed 
the boom is not only a positive 
danger to property, but also 
to their health. 

One Cornish woman said 
the boom knocked over an 
electric fire in her house 
while she was out shopping, 
and she returned home to find 
the Ore department hosing 
down her burnt out living 
room. 

But with more than 
(800,000,000 (about $2,100,000,- 
000) already invested in Con¬ 
corde. the government has no 
Intention of cutting l>ack the 
extensive flight testing neces¬ 
sary before It goes into air¬ 
line service in 1974.*

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To Ease the Pain: Relax, Exercise, Laugh!

No sense, no feeling. The old maxim U usually taken to 
mean that If you do not feel pain, you must be a bit dim. 

But It Is a medical fact that some people are completely 
Insensitive to pain, although they are otherwise perfectly nor¬ 
mal. Specialists at the University of Michigan Medical Centre 
In the U.S. selected several cases at this kind for oareful 
etudy. 

One was a 42-year-old schoolteacher who claimed that 
five of her six sons were, like herself, insensitive to pain. 
They actually enjoyed visiting the dentist and having their 
teeth drilled. 

The socialists also discovered people who could swallow 
large mouthfuls of mustard or horseradish sam e without feel¬ 
ing any discomfort. A woman who walked 12 days on a frac¬ 


tured ankle. A patient who complained he could not jump 
over a tennis net — and waa found to have been playing while 
his thigh bona w*a fractured. 4 

A man who earned hia living exhibiting himself as a 
‘human pin cushion." 

But to mast of us, |>ain Is a riveting, Inhibiting experi¬ 
ence. We cannot disregard it. But we can learn to live with 
pain through understanding it 

There are basically two kinds of pstn: that which origi¬ 
nates In the mind and that which starts In the body. Perhaps 
the most common pain is a headache, and It la best to avoid 
making important decision* while suffering from one — even 
a mild one 

The same applies to various other common aches and 
pains. Test* show that they definitely Impair our reason - 
that the more difficult the mental task, the mere pain cur¬ 
tails our ability to perform It.

Muscular co-ordination suffers, limiting our ability to do 
normal things, like driving s car, reaction time la slowed — 
which makes us more accident-prone. 

Does one pain make another hurt lees? Yes. Remember 
the old remedy for an aching funny bone? Hit the other one! 
It really works. Doctors have found that a more sever* pain 
In one part of the body decreases the amount of pain we may 
feel somewhere else. 

But anticipation of pain can make It hurt more. Just 
thinking about an injection or a dentists’* drill can trigger off 
actual pain before one gets near the needle or the drill. 

Psychiatrist Jaoob H. Conn has made an intensive study 
of pain, and hia findings help to make some pains hurt 
appreciably less - by understanding the mechanics of pain. 

This is how It works. The surface of the body is studded 
with ■ pain-spots,” where pain nerves end. Whenever these 
nerve-endings are stimulated or irritated, a message is 


rushed to the brain which measures it and sends back a cor¬ 
responding Impulse to the original sore spot. 

The more relaxed one is, the less one will notice pain. A 
completely relaxed mind measure* pain signals on a lower 
scale, sometimes ignoring them completely. 

When a person is In a state of tension this puts a pressure 
on the nerves which makes them more sensitive. On the other 
hand. It someone’a conscious mind is completely preoccupied 
with other matters, they will not feel pain at all - like the 
footballer who breaks a rib but, in the heat of Uie game, does 
not feel a thing. 

There are three short cuts to short-circuit |>atn. Relax la 
one way. Be sure to get regular physical exercise to release 
nervous and emotional tensions Is another 

And finally? ljtugh! A leading psychiatrist, Dr. David H. 
Fink, says: “laughter is one of the best medicines for restor¬ 
ing frny«»d nerve*. If people laughed more, there would he 
fewer sufferers from nervous tension —and pain.”

Pat and Ted Derby, whoa* 
animal* perform in film and 
TV, don’t consider themselves 
trainers. "We don’t teach cur 
animals to do tricks, and we 
don’t believe In changing their 
natures in any way.” they 
say. "We don't own our ani¬ 
mals — we merely share our 
lives with them." 

They begin that sharing by 
trying to establish a rela¬ 
tionship between the animals 
and themselves "which is 
based on our adjusting to 
them,” according to Mrs 
Derby. "We become a Hon or 
a bear or a wolf. We become 
their pride or their herd or 
their pack. Then they are able 
to relate to us as they do to 
one another, and we are able 
to uae this rapport to encour¬ 
age their performances in mo¬ 
tion pictures or television.” 

Much as a method actor 
will use his own memory to 
stimulate an emotion tor the 
cameras, the Derby* set up a 
situation that will stimulate a 
normal behavior pattern from 
the animal actor. 

This attitude toward their 
work with animals has put

The Derby*, who left suc¬ 


cessful careers in show busi¬ 
ness to go into fulltime work 
with animals, quickly became 
disillusioned with conven¬ 
tional animal, training tech¬ 
niques and decided to develop 
a new method. 

They call the result "em¬ 
pathy training." "No one 
could love animals more than 
we do," Mrs. Derby says, 
"but we don’t call our work 
’affection’ training, because 
all too often the affection peo? 
pie express toward animals 
can be indulgent in a way that 
does much harm to the ani¬ 
mal as excessive punishment 
would. 

"Our relationship to our an¬ 
imals is baaed on under¬ 
standing, respect, and trust. 
We feel that this Is love ex¬ 
pressed in its highest sense. 
Our animal family quit* liters 
ally regards us as parents, 
and we use discipilne In the 
same way that real animal 
parents would. But we never

discipline In ways which 
would not be entirely natural 
to eaoh species." 

Because of their deep con¬ 
cern for the preservation of 
wildlife, the Derby* refuse to 
buy or accept animals that 
have been taken from the 
wild. "To do so would only en¬ 
courage further commercial 
exploitation of exotio spe¬ 
cies." Derby says. 

Today, the most important 
aspect of the Derbys’ work is 
an ambitious new program 
that they call Orphans of the 
Wild. For many years, they 
have given a home to animal 
"orphans” — animal* origi¬ 
nally purchased hy others as 
pets or circus performers, but 
who were mistreated, 
starved, or abused to a point 
wliere they were considered 
unsuitable. 

On the Derby*' spacious 
300-acre ranch In the Santa 
Ynez valley, these animals 
have found a permanent 
home. 

The very first one to come 
into the Derby*' care was 
Sweet W illiam, the bear. "Wil¬ 
ly was with a circus." Mrs. 


Derby states, "and had been 
so badly mistreated that one 
day he attacked his trainer. 

"We heard that the circus 
wanted to put Willy to sleep.” 
Derby adds, "so we asked tf 
we could have him. For al¬ 
most a year he sat in his cage 
and stared straight ahead. 

“His big breakthrough 
came one day when I crawled 
into his cage and let him give 
me a hug. Then w« rougli- 
housed for about an hour. 
Ever since then. Willy has 
been the most lovable and 
loving hear we could hope to 
have. In fact, he’s so gentle 
that we’ve used him with very 
small children on many oc¬ 
casions." 

The Derby*’ animal orphan¬ 
age includes more than a 
hundred animals. Through 
their work in the Orphans of 
the Wild program, tlie couple 
hope to make people aware of 
the tremendous responsi¬ 
bilities Involved in keeping 
wild animals as pets and to 
discourage casual hobbyists 
who end In neglecting their 
pets.

EDMONTON (CP) - Cana¬ 
da’s first home economist to 
work in a city community 
centre has been a success — 
so successful in fact that the 
Alberta agriculture depart¬ 
ment is considering having 
more of them. 

‘•The department has tradi¬ 
tionally provided services de¬ 
signed to enhance family liv¬ 
ing, but these have always 
been directed toward a rural 
population," said Frances 
Cullen, who was appointed an 
urban home economist in Can¬ 
ada in July, 1969. 

"Recently, however, the 
growth of cities and the multi¬ 
plicity of choices facing the 


city dweller have shown that 
these services are also needed 
there.” 


Miss Cullen, a native of 
Charlottetown, said the urban 
program offers unlimited op¬ 
portunities for home econo¬ 
mists to help. 

She finds, for example, that 
a young woman with a coupla 
of young children may move 
to the city and not know an¬ 
other woman. There’s no one 
she can call to ask about rela¬ 
tively simple problems such 
as where to find the best bar¬ 
gains or more serious prob¬ 
lems such as how to find a 
housekeeper if she should be¬ 
come ill.

MOOSE JAW (CP) — The Saskatchewan Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons is studying hyster¬ 
ectomy rates in the province to determine why the 
rate in this city is so high. 

The Saskatchewan Health Services Plan re¬ 
ports that in 1970 between 230 and 240 women 
had the operation in Moose Jaw, which has a 
population of 33,500. 

Using a 100,000 population base, the city 
would have had 646 hysterectomies that year 
compared with 379 in Regina and 252 in Saska¬ 
toon. Both Regina and Saskatoon have populations 
of about 140,000. 

The figures were given to Health Minister 
Walter Smishek hy the Saskatchewan Medical As¬ 
sociation and now are being investigated by the 
college. 

Smishek has declined comment on the fig¬ 
ures, but Dr. Art Hindmarsh of Saskatoon, presi¬ 
dent of the SMA, says the study should be com¬ 
plete by spring. 

"We are very upset if somehing is happening 
that isn’t justified," Hindmarsh said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Dr. P. S. Razvl, a gynecologist and one of nine 
city doctors who do the operation, says the fig¬ 
ures are defensible. 

"The best thing to do is to ask what people 
who have had the operation think,” he said. 

Razvi said that he sometime® recommends 
removal of a woman’s womb over a lesser opera¬ 
tion because it is more thorough and eliminates 
future threats.

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Protein Content Studied 


Wieners Under Glass 


CALGARY (CP) - Tbe Ca¬ 
nadian wiener will be the ob¬ 
ject of a federal government 
Investigation, says Dr. D. G. 
Chapman, director of the 
Food Advisory Bureau of the 
Food and Drug Directorate. 

The move was promoted by 
a report from the United 
States Consumer Union which 
said wieners there are some¬ 
times contaminated with bac¬ 
teria and have less protein, 
more fat, more chemicals and 
more moisture than those of 
the 1930s. 

Chapman said in a tele¬ 
phone interview from Ottawa 
that nothing harmful has been 
found in Canadian wieners, 
but in some aspects their con¬ 
tents are similar to those In 
the U.S. 

The Consumer Union said 
nitrites, which form chem¬ 
ical suspected of contributing 
to cancer, is used as a preser¬ 
vative In U.S. wieners. 

Chapman said the nitrites In 
a maximum allowable con¬ 
centration at 200 parts per 
million are used in the Cana¬ 
dian product because they in¬ 
hibit growth of the bacteria 
which cause botulism. 

A small amount of the ni¬ 
trites interact with the natu¬ 
ral constituents of meat, 
Chapman said, to form the 
cancer -producing ni- 
trosamines. 

Food, including meat prod¬ 
ucts, are examined for this el¬ 
ement and will continue to be 
examined, he said. 

"We found very few, and

A recent analysis at wieners meat such as steak or lean cent, 

for nitrites showed "15 parts 
per million, as consumed."

Tests on other aspects of 
wieners are being conducted, 
he said, as a result of the 
Consumers Union report. 

"The last time we surveyed 
the protein was several years 
ago. It was 13 per cent. 

"The report says it’s 11 to 
12 per cent in theU.S. now 
and it may be not too dif¬ 
ferent here. 

"Of course, we’re con¬ 
cerned. The consumer buys 
wieners as the main source of 
protein for a meal." 

Spokesmen for Gainers Ltd. 
and Canada Packers Ltd. said 
their wieners contain 12 per 
cent protein and those of 
Burns Foods Ltd. had be¬ 
tween 10 and 12 per oent pro¬ 
tein. 

A Bums spokesman said in¬ 
creased fat content had made 
the wiener taste better. 

"If consumers had one (a 
wiener from the 1930s which 
the Consumers Union said 
was 19.6 per cent protein) 
they wouldn’t eat it — it 
would be so firm and hard." 


Fruit Use Urged 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadians will be encour¬ 
aged to eat an extra 50 pounds of fresh fruit and 
vegetables this year, the president of the Cana¬ 
dian Horticultural Council says. 

D. F. Wright, of Harrow, Ont., said the pre- 
gram, called Target 400, is aimed at raising the 
Canadian consumption of fruit and vegetables from 
the current level of about 350 pounds per person. 

The horticultural council and the Canadian 
Fruit Procesors’ Association are sponsoring the 
program.

B.C. Doctors Publish Newsletter

A committee of the British 
Columbia Medical Association 
has published a tabiold-aize 
newsletter that, for the first 
time, expresses the feeling of 
many B.C. doctors in respect 
of the profession's disputes 
with the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

CaUed BCMA News, it was 
published late last week. It 
describes its objectives as fol¬ 
lows: 


“Government, medicine mid 
the public meet: the BCMA 
News is a medioo-political 
tabloid aspiring to provide a 
responsible platform for infor¬ 
mation, news, controversy 
and debate within the associa¬ 
tion, in order that the mem¬ 
bership will be sufficiently 
well informed to make deci¬ 
sions when called on. 


"... At this time It is pri¬ 
marily concerned with the dif¬ 
ferences between the govern¬ 
ment and the association 1 BC¬ 


MA) In the area of economics 
but it intends' to encompass 
sll areas where the govern¬ 
ment, medicine and the public 
meet.” 

The paper contains articles 
on the state of fee negoti¬ 
ations with the government, 
an item by the chairman of 
BCMA’s economics committee 
i»n some aspects of cost con¬ 
trol. letters to the editor and 
editorials. 


An item that reviews s 
meeting of the Victoria Medi¬ 


cal Society discloses that its 
members have discussed at 
some length the possibility of 
withdrawing from BCMA. 
However, the discussion 
ended with a vote that was 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
staying within the association. 

Although the motion was 
tabled, it had allowed ths so¬ 
ciety to express its feelings on 
the present situation .. 

Two items indicate there is 
great and widespread concern 
within the profession over the 


notion that some doctors' 
earnings may be pro-rated. 

Dr. H. O. L. Murray of 
Kamloops, chairman of 
BCMA’s economics commit¬ 
ter. describes attempts that 
are being made to even out 
the inoomes of individual phy¬ 
sicians In certain specialties 
and adtte: 

“The unfortunate disclosure 
and widespread distribution of 
a worksheet of figures which 
had not even discussed by the 
committee has been presented 


in s manner which would eas¬ 
ily inflame attitudes in the 
profession and is not really In 
keeping with the facts. 

“As a profession, wt need 
to set In a responsible man¬ 
ner In older to arrive at the 
most appropriate and Just so¬ 
lution. Whatever the result, it 
may be unpalatable to some 
but for the good of the whole, 
a fair and equitable distribu¬ 
tion of what may soon be a 
global budget must be as¬ 
sured.”

Easy Settlers 


My lest several columns have been 
devoted to evergreen and deoiduoua fk>- 
wertng shrubs — where and how to use 
them to provide a labor-saving land¬ 
scape feature In' the garden, how to 
prepare the ground and how to plant 
and prone them. 

Today I think we might consider 
aome kinds which settle in eaaily with¬ 
out too much nursing oare. and whioh 
provide Interesting blossom and foliage 
effects in the garden. Let us consider 
first the tall ones, six feet or more, to 
provide the background portion of tha 
shrub border or screen. 

The lilac is, of course, a must in 
this olaaa, and there are well over a 
hundred named varieties u> choose 
from. Among the hybrids which grow 
eventually to a height of 12 feet and a 
spread of 8 feet, 1 like Ludwig Spaeth in 
deep purple, Esther Staley In a soft 
rose pink, Firmament in a good clear 
sky-blue ehade, and Ellen Willmott, a 
lovely double white lilac. Of these. Fir- 
manent is i>erhups a title light on 
fragrance; the rfcst are all sweetly 
scented. 

a a A 

For midwinter' and very early epring 
bloom, it is pretty hard to beat the 
Chinese witch hazel, Hammamelis 
mollis, making a shrub eventually 


seven feet tall by six feet across and 
bearing spidery, deliciously scented 
bios son's in a deep yellow oulor from 
December Into February. 

A great favorite of mine among the 
taller flowering ehrubs is the Forsythia, 
particularly the varieties Spring Glory, 
Beatrix Farrand, Karl Sax and Lyn¬ 
wood Gold. Blooming in March and 
April, these rich golden bloesoms com¬ 
bine with the pink of Prunus triloba 
the flowering plum — end with th# 
clear blue of an underplanting of Scilla 
bulb*, you get a really heart-stopping 
color combination. 

For an unusual effeot, it is possible 
to tmy a Forsythia trained as a bare- 
stemmed standard "tcee" with a wee|»- 
ing head; the prioe is a little high - 
around $8 as against 11.50 for run-of- 
the-mill kinds and about 12.75 for supe¬ 
rior named knids. 

★ a a 

Another good BaokoMhe-border 
shrub is the beloved Beauty Bush, Kulk- 
witzia amabilis, bearing great masses 
of tubular flowers, deep pink with a 
yellow throat, in May and JNne. 

The Butterfly Bush, Buddleia davl- 
dii, will provide plenty of color in sum¬ 
mer, making up to 12 feet in height, 
with graceful, arching branches and 
fragrant honey-scented blossoms which 


wiU attract hordes of gaily colored but¬ 
terflies. Some good varietlea are Purple 
Prince; HartwegU, bright lavender; 
Peace, pure white; Burgundy, wine red 
and Fascinating in orchid pink. 

Flowering in late August and 
throughout September, Hibiscus ayria- 
cus or Rose of Sharon grows to eight 
feet in height and with about a four-Boo* 
spread. This is not a very pretty shrub 
in itself, for it is somewhat bam at the 
bottom and with rather coarse foliage, 
but its wide, showy blossoms redeem it 
and make it a valued oooupant of the 
shrub garden One or two smaller 
shrube planted In front will draw the 
eye from the gauntness before the blos¬ 
som* come. Several varieties are avail¬ 
able in blue, red and pink, while Jeanne 
d'Aro is a fine double white. 

A ★ ★ 

Earlier in this shrub series I men¬ 
tioned the Tamarix, whioh looks like an 
evergreen cMSilfer but Isn't. Growing I 
to 10 feet with a spread of about Mve 
feet, thus plant is a sheer delight, with 
feathery green foliage and attractive 
plumes of pink blossoms. When in 
bloom, the whole shrubs appears to be 
wreathed in rosy pink smoke. Two good 
ones are Summer Glow, rose red, and 
Pink Cascade, lx>th flowering in Sep¬ 
tember. '-

By the time the bandwagon 

had come to a temporary 
halt, Judge William OaUer 
had decided to hold a hearing 
March which is expected to 
decide w lie the r the lack ot 
Unite four worse ui any 
charge means the charge 
should lie quanlied. 

Court aources Indicated 
many charge* do not contain 


the words "province of British 
Columbia" but said any deci¬ 
sion by Ostler to quash the 
charge involved In the hear¬ 
ing would not mean anyone 
aocused of « crime would go 
free. 

At the worst, they said, it 
would mean laying charges 
over again with the words in¬ 
cluded. The worst effect of 
tHit might he a delay in pro¬ 
ceeding* In a court where 
trials already are bring set 
for dates in early April. 

It all started Tuesday when 
lawyer Nortnon Prelypchan, 
defending a 16-year-old boy 
against a 14-count ICsquimalt 
charge, moved to have the 
charge quashed on a number 
of technical grounds. 


One was that the informa¬ 
tion in the case, the piece of 
I taper on which the charge 
was typed, contained the 
words "provinoe of British 
Columbia" but only the first 
of the 14 counts said "pro¬ 
vince aforesaid" and the 
other IS didn't mention any 
provinoe at all. 

Another ground was that 
two counts alleged wilful 
damage, which is a summary- 
conviction offenoe rather than 
a more serious Indictable of¬ 
fence. 

Any accused tiersona aged 
16 or less appear first tn Juve¬ 
nile court where the judge 
can decide If they should l»e 
transferred to adult court. But 
there can be no transfer on 


summary-conviction matters. 

Wednesday, Ostler indicated 
dissatisfaction with the lack 
of the "provinoe" words but 
laid (he summary-conviction 
argument Was stronger. He 
didn't quash the charge but 
simply refused to receive it, 
saying the boy can be re¬ 
turned to juvenile court awl 
raised again on the mure 
serious matters if the judge 
there decides to do so. 

That might have ended the 
matter, except that other law¬ 
yer* were in court waiting for 
their clients to be called, and 
the bandwagon itegan to roll 
three casea after the boy left 
court. 

A Oolwood RCMP charge 
containing two counts of 


breaking and entering and 
theft and one of a breaking 
with i«U*i>t to steal was read 
against Harvey Harold Heim- 
becker, 11, of JMO Soolte. 

His lawyer, Harold Turn- 
ham, said he had heard the 
other case "with Interest" 
and moved to quash the 
charge against his own client 
before it, too, lacked the four 
vital words. 

Ostler set the March J hear 
Ing date, saying he wanted 
the matter "proi>erly argued" 
and giving both Tumham and 
pruaecutor John MacIntyre 
time to katk up invcedenta. 

Then came time for the 
morning trial — the oourt 
usually has one each morning 


and afternoon — on a charge 
against Marlon Irene Hamil¬ 
ton, tt. of Vancouver, of caus¬ 
ing a disturbance by shouting 
Nov. IT in Victoria. 

A similar motion for quash¬ 
ing was made by her lawyer, 
William Deverell of Van¬ 
couver, who was making his 
first appearance tn the Vic¬ 
toria oourt.

Finnerty Cove Outfall 


Pollution i Tolerable’ 


Saanich's municipal public 
works committee was told 
Tuesday that pollution from a 
sewage outfall at Finnerty 
Cove is well within tolerable 
limits. 

The data, collected by a 
University of Victoria biology 
department group, was pre¬ 
sented to the committee by 
Frank Neate, municipal de¬ 
sign engineer. 

Of 134 samples taken of 
water off Finnerty Cove, only 
15 were beyond the acceptable 
number of 1,000 collform per 
millilitre. Only 28 were more 
than 100 MPN (mean proba¬ 


bly number) of collform per- 
millilitre. 4 

The testing was to deter¬ 
mine the level of fecal con¬ 
tamination of the water. 

Twenty samples were taken 
at the shoreline of Finnerty 
Cove last summer. Only three 
had more than 100 MPN coli- 
fornt and none had more than 
1,000. 

The UVtc biologists collect¬ 
ed the samples on behalf of 
Associated Engineering Ser¬ 
vices Ltd., a firm of consul¬ 
tants engaged by Saanich to 
report on the future outfall 
requirements at Finnerty 
Cove.

The Tobacco Apt is not re¬ 
lated lo an existing over-all 
valid legislative measure for 
control, as H must lie, he sutd.

"The true nature of these 
acts deals with morality, with 
overtones of health protection. 
What they really say is that 
liquor and tobacco, and the

Brown said it the govern¬ 
ment _ prohibited Hie sale of 
tobacco and liquor as well as 
prohibited its advertising, 
(heie tould lie no serious ob¬ 
jection to tlic ad ban.
